Then, you simply have the 
milk cows walk into the milking shed attached to 
the barn, 
automatic milking machine, patiently wait until the 
machine does its job, and walk back to the main 
portion of the barn. No longer do you have to 


carry the machine to the cows, they come to/’vhere 
| the machine is.

Here's what the Michigan report says> “To 
nandie dairy cattle in a pen-type barn requires’ that 
one provide six separate and distinct areas. These 
are: (1) a milk house, (2) a milking parlor, (3) a 
‘lounging area,’ (4) a feeding area, (5) an area for 
freshening cows and young calves, and (6) an area 
for young stock. The last two of these may be in 
a building separate from the dairy herd. 

“The per-type barn should be provided with

open exposure to the south or east and the doors | 


should be kept open at all times. The cows should 
be fed in a paved area outside of the lounging area, 
and hay should be kept in front of them at all times. 
If silage is included in the feeding program, it 
should be fed to them once a day only. The cows 
should be grained while they are being milked. 
Unless the. requirements are acceptable one should 
not attempt to employ loose housing for the dairy 
herd. -If the system is accepted along with the 
practices necessary. to make it work, the authors 
tec] that the 
advantages.”’ 
You can see there is nothing revolutionary about 
this system except that it saves a lot of work. You 
can fill a self-feeder two or three times a week, 


thus bringing the cattle to the feed instead of bring- | 
ing feed to the cattle every day. And you milk in |

milking parlor, instead of carrying mijk from 
stalls to the milk house. 
There are other advantages too, You can in- 
your herd without remodelling the barn. 
You don't have to clean out the barn every day, 
once or twice a year. You 
get more and better manure for your soil. Costly 
such as stanchions, insulation. ventilation, 
end individual drinking cups are not necessary.

* Since pen-type barns are cold housing, construc- 
tion can be cheaper. In fact, some new barns are 
being built without a masonry foundation. ‘These 
are ‘pole barns,” supported on a number of large 
poles, like telegraph poles, sunk five feet into the 
ground. Some idea like this may have to be adopted 
to bring down the cost of new farm buildings.
